PUBLIC NOTICE 

No. DRAWBACK/PN-9/85 :—Under Rule 3 read with Rule 4 of the Customs and Central Excise Duties 
Drawback Rules, 1971 (Notification No, 52/F. No. 602/2/70'DBK published in the Gazette of India, Extra¬ 
ordinary, dated the 25th August, 1971), the Central Government hereby makes the following amendments in the 
Public Notice No. DRAWBACK/PN-1, dated the 15th October, 1971, as amended from time to time ;—' 

(A) The following “General Notes” shall be inserted before the Table of rates namely :— 

'•GENERAL NOTES 

1. The rates of drawback specified in this Public Notice shall be applicable only if the conditions specified 
under rule 10 or 11 of the Customs and Central Excise Duties Drawback Rules, 1971 in this regard 
unless othetwise relaxed by the competent authority, arc satisfied. 

2. The rates of drawback specified in this Public Notice shall not be applicable to export of any of the 
commodities/pi'oducts if such commodity/product is : 

(a) manufactured partly or wholly in-bond under Section 65 of the Customs Act, 1962; 

(b) manufactured and/or exported in discharge of export obligation against an Advance Licence issued 
under the Duty Exemption Scheme vUk Appendix 19 of the Import and Export Policy; 

(c) exported Under a claim of REP Licence for duty-free importation as provided for under Appendix 
21 of the Import and Export Policy, April 1985—March 1988; 

(d) manufactured and/or exported by a unit licensed as hundred-percent-e.xport-oriented unit in terms of 
Appendix 33 of the Import and Export Policy; 

(e) manufactured and/or exported by any of the Units situated in the Free Trade Zones, viz, KFTZ and 
SEEPZ; 

(f) manufactured and exported in-teims of Rule 191A of the Central Excise Rules; 

(g) manufactured in-bond under Rule 191B of the Central Excise Rules and oxported-ox-bond. 

(h) Nothing contained in preceding notes (f) and (g ) shall apply to payment of drawback for dye 
content in goods covered by any S. S. No. under S. Nos. 26 & 27 if such rate/amount of drawback 
has been shown separately in the schedule, 

3. (a) The rates of drawback expressed in specific terms against the various sub-serial numbers in this 

Public Notice, unless otherwise specified thereunder, are exclusive of drawback on pack! ng material 
used, if any. 

(b) where the rates of drawback are on ad valorem basis i.e.,expressed as precentage of f.o.b., value, 
then such rates are inclusive of drawback on packing materials used, if any. 

4. No drawback shall be allowed on any goods being packing materials used in gr in relation to the export 
of 

(i) Jute yarn (including Bimlipatam jute or mesta fibre), twist, twine, thread and ropes in which jute 
yarn predominates in weight. 

(ii) Jute fabrics (including Bimlipatam jute or mesta fibre) in which jute predominates in weight; 

(iii) Jute manufactures, not otherwise specified (including Bimlipatam jute or mesta fibre), in which 
jute predominates in weight. 

5. (a) where the drawback on packing materials has been claimed, and arc required to be separately worked 

out, the rate for such packing materials shall bo the appropriate rate against the relevant sub-serial 
Number(s) pertaining to the material from which such packing material(s) are made of: 

(b) In respect of packing materials, unless otherwise specified, in addition to the drawback on material 
content, referred to at (a) above, drawback of actual duty paid on containers, boxes, or cartons fall¬ 
ing under item 17 and/or 46 and/or 68 of the Central Excise Tariff shall also be payable; 
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Provided the exporter 

(i) makes a claim for drawback of Central Excise duty paid on container/boxes/carton at the 
time of filing of the Shipping Bill; 

(ii) Furnishes the particulars of relevant gate pass(es) and other evidence at the time of shipment in 
the relevant Shipping Bills; and 

(iii) also produces evidence to the satisfaction of the Assistant Collector of Customs regarding 
quantum of duties paid. 

(c) Provided further, where the manufacturer of boxes/containers, falling under Central Excise Tariff 
item No. 17(3) has availed of benefit(s) under Rule 56A of Central Excise Rules, then in respect of 
such boxes/containers the payment of drawback amount shall be restricted to the net duty, if any 
paid on such boxes/containers as per the Central Excise Gate Pass(es). 

6. (a) The drawback rates mentioned against sub-scrial numbers 3802, 4002, 4004, 4202, 4402, 4502, 4602, 
4802, 5002, 5008 and 5302 arc based on duty on steel. 

(b) If the exporter can establish to the satisfaction of the Assistant Collector of Customs thit:^ 

(i) the goods are made of any other material(s) for which an AlMndustry rate exists elsewhere in 
this Schedule; and 

(ii) the rate of drawback specified, against the said sub-serial number is less than three-fourths of 
the amount of drawback worked out in terms of material content as per (i) above, the exporter 
may be allowed the drawback in terms of the material consumed in the export product under 
the relevant sub-serial number(s) subject to the condition^ if any, mentioned therein, Tn such 
cases, no separate application under Rule 7 of the Customs and Central Excise Duties Draw¬ 
back Rules, 1971, need b)E preferred. 

7. For purpo'ses of claiming actual customs duty in respect of sub-serial numbers 2008, 5020, 
and 5507, the erXportcJr shall produce levldence to the satisfaction of the Assistant Collector of Customs, 
of direct duty paid importation (including ex-bond clearances) of the relevant material indicated in tl^e 
sub-serial (Nos-) equal to the quantity mentioned therein within six months immediately preceding 
the date of Shipping Bill; 

Provided further that such direct import has not been— 

(i) similarly correlated and accounted for against any other previous exportation; and 

(ii) previously re-exportfed as such, or in any other form, with or without a claim for drawback. 

Explanation :— In order to determine whether the importation is wUhin Six months immediately pre¬ 
ceding the date of Shipping Bill, the date of clearance of the goods against the relevant 
Bill of entry for home consumption (ex-bond Bill of Entry in case of clearance from 
bonded godown) shall be the date of importation, 

8. In respect of the goods exported in CKD/SKD condition where an exporter establishes evidence and 
so long as it is possible to identify that a complete set of component required for assembling the export 
product has been shipped, either in one or more lots, through one or more ports/Airports/Land Customs 
Stations then the drawback rate applicable to the completely assembled unit shall be applicable to such 
cxpoits subject to such other conditions as are prescribed for the complete unit, 

9. In respect of goods covered by S. S. Nos. 4808, 5003, 5017 to 5019 when exported in CKD/SKD packs, 
by deletion of certain components/assembly, the drawback indicated in the relevant sub-serial number 
shall be payable to such packs, subject to the condition that the Fo.b. value of such deleted pack is not 
less than 60% of the f-o.b. value of the completely assembled unit- For this purpose, the exporter shall 
produce evidence, to the satisfaction of the Assistant Collector of Customs, the contemporary f.o.b. 
value of the relevant completely assembled pack. 

lO, Spun yarn of man-made fibre (where ever occurs) means yarn spun out of discontinuous fibres.
